They are sxpected
late tomorrow

The eonvoy oconsists of the battleahips
Minnesota and Vermont, the torpedoboat
dostroysrs McDougal and Fanning, hnd the
Government tugs Scnoma, Ontaric and Pa-
tapsco. The Kronpring Wilhelm in being
towed, while the Eital Friedrich is making
the trip under bher own steam. Extensive
repairs to the Norfolk Navy Yard necensi-
tated the tranafer.

The ralders will be interned In the back
channsl. The crews of both boats num-
ber about elght hundred men, and are
quartarsd on the Fitel Freldrich,

Last yeéar, he sald, one-third
of tha scholurship holders In the bollege
carried conditions, and one-half in the
Wharton School The new rogulntion de-
gired by the provost will make It that
none but students with a clear record In
all studies can hold thelr scholarships

Overtures at Reopening of
Reichstag — Defense of
Rights and Liberties

RUMANIANS MERCENARY,

BERLIN, Hept. $0.—But & small portion
of the Chanceilor's speech In the Relchsing
yastarday was permitted to be cabied
abtond.

DISPUTES ]‘RIA!\'I‘D

“We did our duty, nor doas anybody dare
ask that we make proposals (6day when
our ensmisn, as Mr. Briand 4id & whort
while ago, sald that peace now would be
eonsidered a humillation and the thought
of peace n provoeation and disgrace to the
memory of the degd. Our snemies continus
the war bscause they hope to reach their
utopian aima

“The French Premier sald In one of hin
latest spesches that France fighta for a
Arm and lasting peace In which tha free-
dom of nationalities Is protected against
all attack®s by International agreament
This Wwe want, too, to protect Germany
forever agninast every attack But does
Mr. Briand. who united our eneamies bhefare
the war into an allinnce of French thirst
for revenge, Rumsian lust of conguest and
English poliey of Isolating Germany-—does
Mr. Briand belleve that this prepares the
poil from which ecould grow 1nterm|unp“|
ngreementn, granting to nations liberty,
homor, dignity and peaceful coollaboration
for the sake of humanity and progress? Or
does Mr. Briand really belleve that he can
obtain this lofty ideal In time by & war of
annihilation in which Franoa's last vouth
dies on the devastated battlefields of Ver-
dun snd the Somme?™"

RUMANIA'SE HOSTILITY

In regard to Rumania entering the war,
the Chancellor sald :

“Rumanin, gulded by Premier Bratiano,
mouight the easiest way to obtaln riches
Without great sacrifices. During the fArst
year of the war, probably after the fall of
Lemberg, Bratiano secretly concluded o
treaty of noutrality with Russia, leaving
his soversign in ignorance. After Przemys]
fell he had about decided to enter the war,
but Russia wanted to Increase her own
territory by the acquisition of Bukowinm,
while Rumania wanted Bukowina and the
whole Hungurign territory as far as the
River Thelsa.

“Rumania continusd to favor the Allies,
despite the temporary fallure of these
negotintions and actually withheld from
Germany grain purchased by the Germans
until enorgetic pressure wan used. When
Mnckensen broke through the Russian iine
at Gorlles, Bratiano again hesitated, feeling
that perhape he had staked on the wrong
horse, and negotiationa for Rumanla's en-
triance Into the war almost ceaned

"ROBBER OF DEAD BODY"

“This spring the Russian War Office
ninde Bratluno belleve that he saw the
downfall of ths central pe#wera, He then
declded to get him share when the robbery
of the dend body began.
